Any of the ancient Doctors have defir'd to know 
the Origine of the Jacobires, and the Name of thoſe

As tothe Origine of their Name, the aforelaid Docors-think 
they took it either from their ancient Patriarch of Alexandria, 
for they are Subjects of that See, or from ſome other Saint ; 
namely, Jacobus Syrus Baradienſis : but this does not ſeem 
certain, for in the Catalogue of their Patriarchs, as it is in 
their Sacrificgof; Maſs there is ng mention made of that Pay 
criaxch ; rhergſore the moſh prokgble =_ is this, that 
they are deſcended of the ancient Patriarh Jacoby the lon of 
Iſaac, the Son of Abraham, often called J1/racl in Holy Writ, 
as afrerwards, when we.came to treat: of their other Name of 
Cophtes ſhall be ſeen ; and indeed, was not this a great Truth, 
a multitude of Hebrews , which:are now- living in e/£eypr, 
ſhould be called J/-aclites, agd not Fagobites. But becauſe 
the Hebrews, which are known throughout the reſt of the 
World, have gotten to themlelyes this Name of Iſraelites, 
they are willing to differ from them by this firſt Name Jaco- 
bite, and;net-4/r avtiegy- althg; they a gee together in Cipeurg- 
cilign-: add to this, that they. arg Chriſtians and not Hebrews, 
ayd do this. to diſtinguiſh; themſelves from -qthey Nations, 
which are living with them” in the ſame Countries. They 
have therefore no other Author to whom they owe the Name 
of Jacobires but the before-cited Patriarch ; and this allo I 
can my felfaftirm, that-in thetr. Exhortations as well publick

| Facobites, and having Proved them to have been de- 
{cended from the Patriarch Jacob, ir mult of necefſiry follow, 
if you-enquire of their Antiquity, that they were long before 
our 'Lord and Saviour Feſws Chrift. And after his coming, as 
Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory telleth us, they were converted to the 
Faith by St. Mark, then Biſhop of Alexandria; and after his 
Martyrdom, thoſe that-adhered to his Opinion, diſperſed his 
Doctrine thro” all Alexandria, egypt, Lybia, Nubia, &c. 
in which Countries they are {till living. If you enquire afrer 
their Number, I anſwer, There were more of them in the Pri- 
mitive-Church, before they were ſubjeRt to the Barbarity and 
Tyranny of the T#rk, and to chat Cruelty, which the Maho- 
metans have exerciſcd upon them.

CHAP. I. 
. Of their Spiritual Government, 
Nough ſeems ts have-been already: ſaid of the Name and 


Origine of the Jacobites, now we are to ſpeak of their 
Government in Matters Spiritual ; but before I coramence, 


you muſt know, the Facobires do not in all places enjoy the- 


{ame liberty, for thoſe that are free from the Injury and ' we 
diction of Pagans and Mahometans, enjoy a more ample liber- 
ry in geverning the Church, and ſuch as do the Papi/ts and 
Greeks, as many Hiſtorigraphers relate ; but thoſe that dwell 
in e-£eypt, Lybia, Nubia, Thebais, &c. andare compell'd to 
bear the Tyranny of the Tirks, and to obey the Commands of 


a barbarous Emperour, are not truly ſo free. Bur now - 


how they are goyern'd in Spiritual Matters, we ſhall ſee in 
few words. 

Amongſt the Jacobites the higheſt Dignity is that of their 
Patriarch, as they call him, and he takes his. Power from 
_ the Vice Roy or Bacha, who.Commands in e-£gypt in-place 

of the Emperour ; his Office is to exerciſe his Power on the 
Chriſtians in Spiritual Things. For Example, if any Jacobite, 
having forſaken his Religion, does embrace that of the Greeks,

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Papiſts, or Armenians, then he may, and even ought, to call 
him to an account : bur if he be turned Mahomeran, then he 


- eannot ; for they are Maſters, and it is not lawful for Chri- 


ſtians to contend with thoſe, whom they ſerve ; bur if he 
lives in thoſe Countries, which are not ſubject to the Turk, as 
in ethiopia, he may call him, and require a reaſon why he 
did. forſake his Nebgon ; nay, indeed, pronounce an- Ana- 
thema apainſt him ; but this is rarely done in theſe times, the 
Patriarch fearing leaſt he that is ſo uſed,ſhould turn Mahomerar, 
agſt whom there is no Salvation, the A4abometen not caring 

aved by, or in Chriſt, And this only Power he now 

ſſefſes, for he is not ſecure as to the things belonging unto 
the Church, ſuch as Tythes, Firſt-fruits, Marriage-fees, or 
Alms which are given by Chriſtians at or near their Death- 
beds, or thoſe things uſed to be given by ſuch as receive the 
Sacraments of Ordination and Confirmation, &c. for concern- 
ing theſe things, he can move no Controverſie with the Subject. 
For whether he can give, or not give, perform, or not per- 
form what is appointed, it is the ſame thing, he muſt wait 
upon his charitable diſpoſition and kindneſs ; and ſo much for 
the Spiritual Government of thoſe, who are under the. Domi- 
nion and Empire of the Turk,

do:publickly every one to'pray to' God, that he would 
-pleaſe:to each one'with his'Holy' Spirit, that a new Go- 
vernour:of the Church may be choſen, which may'be acceprta- 
ble-ro-his'Divine Majeſty, and to'Men, and prefently Convoke 
by:their Letters, the Arch-Biſhops, and Biſhops, who, as ſoon

CHAP. V. 


Of the Conſecration of the Patriarch, Arch-Bi- 
, ſhops, and Biſhops, 


Ince it is not a daily, but a rare thing to Conſecrate a Pa 
g triarch, we will in few words give ſome account of that 
Ceremony. The Election of the Patriarch being made, as we 
ſaid before, in the Cathedral Church, and Notice being given 
to all People of the certain Day of his Conſecration, all the 
Citizens. and Inhabitants of Aemphis, and many. Strangers 
come flocking inta the Church, where the'Conſecration is to 
be ſolemniz'd, and not only many Chriſtians, but many of 
the principal Twrks and Aahometan”s flock thicher, for as this 
Ceremony is ſeldom to be ſeen, ſo when it is, they husband 
the opportunity. This then is the Order of Conſecration, 


At Midnight after Maſs is begun, and the Introit is over, 
one of the Seven Biſhops who begun it, leaves all the reſt, and 
goes into the Sanctuary. The Second goes on with the reſt of 
the Maſs : to the Second the Third ſuceeds, who alto takes 
his turn as to the Celebration : the Fourth to the Third ; and 
{o to the Seventh, who after he has ſung the Preface, gives 
over the reſt of the Maſs, and goes with the other into the 
Sanctuary, as we ſhall ſee inthe next Chapter, which is en- 
compaſſed with ſeven ſteps, and in which is in the middle an 
Altar where the Maſs is celebrated, upon which ſteps ſtand 
the ſeven kuſhops, upon every ſtep one, upright in his Pon- 
rifical Habir and Mitre, at «which time, the Canons of the 
Chureh, and other Miniſters of the Sanctuary there aſſiſting, 
having on a Linnen Surplice, and a Girdle, of which we ſpoke 
iy the third Chapter, and a woollen Ephod on their Heads,

But as we remarked in the firſt Chapter, Circxmciſion is 
diligently obſerved, and that on the eighth day after the Birth, 
and this not only in the principal Cities where there is a great 
concourſe of people, but allo in Villages, and in the Country, 
with the greateſt rigour. 


CHAP. XL 
Of the Sacrament of Confirmation.

} N the preceding Chapter we remembred you of this Sa- 
; crament, when we ſaid the Prieſt adminiſtred it to the 
Jnfant. The Conſecration of the Oyl is by the Prieſt, as alſo 
Confirmation, and he does not ſtay till che Biſhop cele- 
brates. So that herein is a difference betwixt the Zacobires 
and the Papi//; in this matter, thar with the latter the Conſe- 
cration of he Oylis only by the Biſhop, but not with the for- 
mer. Co:75:-14tio; alſo amongſt Jacobires, 1s given to infants 
together with Bapritm, but amongſt che Papiſts they are given 
ſeparately, and Confirmation is given only by the Biſhop.

CHAP. XI. 
Of Auricular Confeſsion, 


HE Feclefiaſticks, as we have obſerved, do very ſeldom 
f jþ uſe this Sacrament ; a little oftner the /.aics, and then 
_ itis ſeverely and rigidly exerciſed. Many Hiſtorians inform 
us, that in e-£rhiopia, where this Religion flouriſhes, the Con- 
feſſors take a great deal of Money of ſuch as confeſs, notwith- 
ſtanding they are forced beſides to undergo a ſtrict and ripid 
penance ; but in egypt they do not give Money, unleſs it be 
according to the ability of him that doth penance : and if he 
giveth nothing, then he is obliged to abſtain for ſome time from 
' the Temple. The penance which the Confeſſors are accuſto- 
med to enjoyn their penitents is ſometimes ſo heavy, and for 
ſo long a ſpace, that it often exceeds ſix Months, and ſome- 
times a Year, during which time theypare not admitted to re- 
ceive the Sacrament of the Euchariſt, And this for the moſt 
part is the nature of their penance; two or three times a week 
they abſtain from Victuals, living upon Bread and Water, and 
bow every Night to the Ground fifty, or a hundred times, 
kiſſing it towards the Ea#f, They think there is but one fort 
of fin, and not different Species of them, as the Papi/ts uſe to 
fay.

Of the Sacrament of the Eucharist. 


THE Miniſters, who celebrate 11aſs together with the 
« Prie#t, receive, as we have ſaid, the Sacrament of the 
: Euchariſt, 
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' Eicharif, without that of Confeſſon, every Sunday and Ho- 


ly-day, uſing only the Eve before a Holy day to prepare 
- Aux. Dh by abſtaining that Night from eating and drinking. 
And after the Laics have performed the penance, that their 
Confeſlors have enjoyned them , they come weeping and 
bare-headed with great devotion to the Door of the Sanctuary : 
There they ſtand, and holding ſome Linnen in their hands, the 
Prieſt gives theng a bit of the oft, and the Deacon preſents 
them with fome Wine from the Cup,in a Gold or Silver Spoon, 
Likewiſe, if any ſmall Children are to be waſhed with the 


' facred Water of Baptiſm ; w hich Ceremony is alſo to be done 


at other times, beſides thoſe before-mentioned , they are 
brought b , the Pater Lyſtricus, or by (uch like perſon, to the 
door of the Sanctuary ; then the Prieſt puts a ſmall piece of 
the Ht into the Child's mouth, and having dipped bis finger 
in the C:p,rubbeth therewith the Childs mouth. Likewiſe if any 
Infant be made Deacon, or Sub-deacon, which often happens 
when a Biſhop celebrates aſs, he is by him introduced into 
the Sanctuary. | 
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C H A P. XIV. i 
Of the Sacrament of Ordination. 


Ention was made of this Sacrament, when'we treated of 

Z Baptiſm, where we aid, excepting that of the Pricſt- 
hood, there is no retpect had to Age in conferring of any Or- 
der, all other, the greater as well as the lets being conferred 
without taking the Age of any one into conſideration. And 
this is the way of adminiſtring this Sacrament. If any Childis 
to be made a Deacon, who by reaſon of his yet-tender Age 
cannot perform the Duties of his Order, then one of his near 
Relations, either Father or Mother promiſes to obſerve them 
for him.til] he grows of Age to keep them himlelf;and theſe are 
the Rules of the Order : To faſt twice, videlicer, every Wed: 
D 3 neſday, 
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neſday and Friday in the; Week, to abſtain from Milk, and 
Victuals made with Blood, ro mortifie his Body in Lent by 
faſting until the Evening, to go to Church on Holy days, and 
hear aſs, &c. Bur none performs the Divine Office until he 
has attained to Prieſt s Orders,” which he takes at the Ape of 
five and twenty, and then h& is obliged to obſerve the afore- 
faid Rules. But he that is received into Orders, be they 
greater or leſs, firſt giveth his Name to the Biſhop's Secretary, 
and a ſingle piece of Money to the Patriarch, of about Three- . 
pence Enalith and then art the time of Conſecration the Biſhop 

ftanding before the Door of the Sanctuary cutteth off his Hair, 
then putting his Hand upon his Head, blefſeth him in form of 
a Crols, and therewith congratulaterh him on his admitrance 
into the number of the Eccle/taſticks : this being done, he en- 
ters into the Sanctuary, and fits upon his Pontifical Chair, and 
the Miniſters, or thoſe thar aſſiſt ar the Ceremony, having on 
a long Surplice and a Girdle, bring him a Girdle : then the 
Biſhop confers upon him the other Orders as far as the Diaco- 
nate, and ulfes thole Ceremonies which are uſed by the Greeks 
and Romans. If you enquire of me concerning the Prieſts, the 
manner is different as Dem, for they are elected when they 
are abſent, and are taken in the Church againſt their wills in 


' time of Orders, aud after ſeveral words and ſupplications, as 


if they were overcome by them, they are forced to conſent ; 
after which being cloathed with the Sacerdotal: Ornaments, 
they are conducted to the Biſhop into the Sanctuary, and 
there by him ordained as has been ſhewe i, and is the © uſtom 
Load other Nations. *Fhere is beſides thoſe Orders alrea- 
dy mentioned, another, which they cail A/cormms; thote of 
that Order are either Canons or Confeffors, which are eſta- 
bliſhed by the Bifhop, as we have ſaid in the Prieits Orders, 
and'after many Admonitions, ordained in the Temple; and 
indued with a power to abſolve <Siuners afrer Auricular ' 'on- 
feſſion. Pe adviſes them Iikewile to take care of the Church, 
and ro do carefully their Duties, and live fo chaſtly that they 
may be Examples to others of Chaſtity, and from this Office 
me. rile tothe Ponrificate, as we faid in the Chapter of the 
lection of che Patriarch;

Heir Marriages, as we have faid in the Chapter of the 
Sacraments, are celebrated with great folemnity and 
* magnificence ; and this is the manner of them in «Zgypt - The 
Bridegroom, and Bride, firit ask leave of the Turkiſh Fudge, 
for thoſe that are under the Tz-k*s Dominion, cannot take a 
W ife, except they firſt have obtained permiſſion of the Grand 
Seignour's Lientenant This leave being pranged, they go both 
to the Cathedral Houſe, where they give their Names to be 
enrolled, and having paid a certain Sum of Money to the Pa- 
triarch, he appoints them the day when they are to be marri-- 
ed. Art the Day appointed they come into the Church, and 
having lighted up ſeveral Lamps and '*andles in the fecond and 
third ; artit10, where the Women ule to be, they begin to 
ſing in che firſt many Hymns and. Prayers in-the honour of the - 
Bridegroom, and give him ſeveral private Exhortations ; af- 
terwards they cond: Ct him into the third partition, command- 
ing him there to fer with his Spoule, then they ſing fome Let: 
ſons, and the Goſpel belonging ro Matrimony ; and if the 
Bridegroom be a Deacon, he fings thimtelf the Goſpel laid on 
che 'Pulpir in the ſecond partition, and firſt in the Copric 
Tongue, and then in the Arabic. "Thefe Lefſons are taken 
our of the Book of G-reſi:, where it is ſpoken of Avraham 
and Sarah, and out of the Apoſtle St. Par, and the Goſpel 
our of St. John, concerning the Marriage in Gale!/zz, Which 
done, they lead the Pridegroom folenmly through the Church, 
with many Lamps and ”andles, and finging many Hymns and 
Pfailms, Bur if the Bridegroom be. rich, they make ſeveral 
Fire-works, wait upon him ſinging and playing on divers In- 
ſtruments of Muſick, and {rend to much ſometimes in theſe 

things, 
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things, as amounteth to more than 3000 Crowns, Engliſh. 
As for the Dowry, which they call the Bond of Aarrimony, the 
Husband is wang x rogive his Wife, according to the Ecclefi- 
aſtical Canons, five and twenty Crowns, French Money ; but 
{everal of the Nobility obſerve not theſe Canons, and think- 
ing it a diſhonour to give ſolittle, do often beſtow, ſome One, 
{ome Five hundred, and fome a thoutand Crowns. The Spouſe 
gives nothing to her Husband, but has: Cloaths, Ornaments, 
and ſometimes a Houſe. When this Ceremony is ended, they 
are both magnificently conducted into their Houſe, where they 
live in ſplendour many days, and take thcir pleaſure ; but 
the tecond Night after the Marriage, the om_—_ according 
to the Cuſtom, goes into a ſecret room, and the next day ear- 

y in the Morning, ought to ſhew them that are preſent the 
Sign of Yirginity ; that is, Sanguinem illum qui efflaxit ex per-

fraita pellicula illa : called by all Phyſitians, the Sign of Yir- 
ginity, or Hymen ; which effluction uſes to appear on the Lin- 
nen ; and if it does not, the Spouſe ſuffers in her Reputation, 
and if the Husband pleaſes to uſe his Right, he may ſend her - 
again to her Parents, who ſhall be bound to pay all the Char- 
ges he has been at.

| Hey very ſeldom uſe Extream Unition, or Auricular 

Confeſſon, or Euchariſt, for they keep none in the 
Church as do the Papits and Greeks ; it is given only to them 
who are in their laſt agony, or dying ; and if there be preſent 
a Miniſter of the Church, he exhorts the ſick to be of good 
Courage, and to hope for a more laſting and better Life ; but 
if no Miniſter be preſent, he is encouraged by either his Pa- 
rents or Relations; and when he is gone out of this Life, his

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Corps his brought into the Temple, where the Prieſt reads 
ſome Prayers and Hymns uſed at Fxnerals, which ended, they 
bury him either in the Church, 'or one of the other Plarforms 
or Diviſions ; ther they pray at home forty days for the de- 
ceaſed, and again at the end of fix Months once, and as much 
at the end of the Year : Thus they do for their Gentry. As 
for the poor, or common people, they pray once only after 
the third day, as much afrerthe fortieth, and the ſame at the 
end of fix Months, and of the Year. And then mention is 
made of the time of his death, both at home and in the Church, 
whilſt the Prieft reading ſome prayers, incenſeth, and puts 
ſome Frankincenſe in the Sepulcher T hey alfo beſtow many 
Alms upon the poor, and aſs is allo faid for the Soul of the 
departed. s |

Hey pay Religious Veneration to the Images of Saints, 
and in this they ſurpaſs all Nations living under the 
Sun, They have, as we faid in the Chapter of the Form of 
the Temple, ſome particular places wherein they fer their 
Images. On Holy-days they light up Candles and Lamps 
before them, and if any adverſtty at any time happens, or im- 
minent danger appear, they apply themletves: to them, "an 
with great devotion ask their affiſtance, bowing down to the 
ground, and bcating their breafts with their fiſts, and alſo 
ſhedding of inany tears. But they have nothing graven, be- 
caule they think that an Idol, but only Images of Wood, pi- 
Etured according to the manner of the Greeks, neither do they 
uſe'any new Images as the Papiſts do, but only chole of the 
Virgin Mary, and tome Doctors of the Primitive Church, as 
of Georgi Theodorus, and allo of Martyrs, as Antonin Mar- 
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6144, and of Holy Fathers. The ages of God. the Father, 
or of the Holy Ghoſt, they have not ; bur thar of Chr;ft, and 
of the Virgin, they have painted together in their private 
Houſes which they do worſhip. with great devotion.

C H A P. XVII. - 
Of Monks, and the-Place of their Habitation, 


T HE Monks, and thoſe that the French generally call Re- 
" lig10us amongſt the Facobites, live much more ſtrictly 
then thoſe that live in Zzrope ; for they obſerve the ancient 
Orders of St. Anthony,” and Aacarin: which were the firſt a- 
mongſt chem, and inhabic to this very day thoſe places where- 
in they lived formerly. as Thebazs, and Scytia, which are parts 
of egypt. They carefully abſtain from all Victuals provo- 
king ſenſuality, they live all their Life-time on Bread and 
Roots, and ſuch things, excepting Eaſter and Chriſtmas, and 
then they eat on Eggs and Fiſh, if they can get them any. 
They” never goe into any rich-or fine Towns. The Priors 
and Servants of the Monaſtery only go out, and che laſt of 
theſe, that they may beg Bur if any through neceſſity, which 
we commonly call the Soveraign Law, is forced to go out, he 
obtains leave firſt of his Abbor, or P1047, who grants him a 
certain limited time ; and if he return not within that time, 
he is puniſhed, \and forced to undergo 3 great penance. They 
$ whole Nights and Days in Prayers and Spiritual Exerci- 
4 except the Laics, who ſerve not at the celebration of 
Aaſs ; but the Glerks of the Monaſtery ought to do their 
Office. They go not in ſilken or delicate Apparel, bur in ve- 
Ty poor and courſe ; for none of them change their habit as 
longas they live ; and if it happens to be ſometimes torn, they 
coverit with pieces. They wear a Shirt, and upon it a Robe 
made of the courleſt Wool,and go barefoot intheir Monaſtery, 
tho'

Wark, as to ſow the Ground, or to plow the Fields, or to 
rind ar the Mill, or to bake in the Oven, or the like, fo that 
they never find any time to ſpend in lazineſs, but employ their 
time either in working or praying. | Their Divine Studies are 


] the Lives of Saints, and ſome ſpititual Books of Orailons, 


wherein they are earEfully to exerciſe themſelves. In time of 
Lent, the greateſt part of them that are more. advanced in 
Age remain alone Days and Ayn in Hermitages. But 
wy of the ſacred Yirgins, which ſome call Religious, they 
are amongſt the Facobztes as they are amongſt the Papiſts and 
Greeks, They are always ſhut up in their Monaſteries, and 
never go out 3 unleſs neceſlicy forces ſome of them that are 


| the chiefeft, and have the Government, when it may conduce 


tothe good and profit of the Monaſtery ; in their Victuals 
they live in all reſpects as the Monks before-mentioned do, 
only they have no commerce with a ſtranger or perſon of any 
other Tribe, unlefs it be in the Monaſtery where they are ſhut, 
&inthe Refectory or Choire, where it is lawful to them to 
keone another. Noneare letinto the Monaſtery, unleſs they 
will be anathematized. Yet ſometimes to ſome noble perſons 
[tis "—_— ro enter, that they may beſtow their Charity, 
but they muſt firſt have leave from the Patriarch. Their Cu- 
ſtom is to build theſe Monaſteries in neat Towns near a Church, 
that they may hear aſs on Holy-days.

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CHAP. XX 
Of their Holy Pilgrimages, 


HE Jacobites are uſed to go on Pilgrimage upon a Reli- 
gious account : for to ſay in a word, there are many 
places in egypt, where the Bodies of Saints, and Images of 
the bleſſed Virgin are kept, which they believe to perform ma- 


| tyextraordinary Miracles. But about the middle of Lerr 


for the moſt part, they are wonted to travel to Jeruſalem, 
md becaufe. the Road is infeſted with Thieves and Arabs, 
they uſe all to gather together in the Metropolis of e£zypt, 


| whether Jacobires, Greeks, or Europeans, Merchants or Arti- 


frers, Pilgrims, ©c. and there joyn in one Body, or Caravan, 


sthey call it, and the number of the Pilgrims is fo great that 


irfometimes exceeds ixry thouſand Men. And after in this 
manner they are aſſembled rogether, they aſcend their Camels 
a Þ ly thei Journey, and in twelve or fifteen days ſpace 
reach'the City of Jeruſalem, But before they arcive there 
they are to enter into the City of Gaza, and then Catea and 


| Enilay, in which three mentioned places they are to pay a 


Toll or Cuftom to the Turk, ſuch as are Subjects, eight French 
Crowns, . the reſt double, to wit, fixteen: Again, when they 
te come to Jeruſalem, four Crowns are to be giveu by the 
Subject, eight by the reſt, and they live in a fort of Hofpita- 
lity together, as long as they ſtoy at Jerrſrlem, where all 
the Holy Week they viſit the Holy places. Bur on the Sab- 
bath-day they aſſemble al] rogether in the Church of the Se- 
pulcher and kear Maſs, which all the Biſhops that are preſent, 
&lebrate.in ſo many ſeveral Chappels. Jn the Chappel of the 
Sepulcher only the Patriarch. of the Jacobires, if he he preſent, 


| aterwiſe his Vicar, with ſome of the Aby,7*ne Churches, up- 
on whom, they fay, a Light ſhineth out of the Sepulcher. Bur 
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the Turks, that are Keepers, extinguiſh all the Lamps and 
Candles ſet up thar day in the Chu:ch, wich are again lighted 
by the Divine Light ſpringing our of the Sepulcher. Bur ma- 
ny eſteem this co be a fiction ; and in truth it is 1o : it is poſſi. 
ble, and many teſtifie, thar this might anciently have been, 
when thoſe that profeſſed the Chriſtin Religion were very 
rare, but now the Faith being ditplayed chrough the whole 
World, we have no need of any tuch Miracles. ur that 
the Turks may have a good eſteem of the Chriſtian Religion, 
they are wont to deceive the credulou, minds: of the ſimple 
with ſuch Arts, as may bring no damage to the Chriſtian Faith, 
feigning the Lamps to have been kindled by a light ſhining out 
of the Sepulcher, when indeed they have a Lamp ſutpended 
out of the Sepulcher, with which the Prie(t Iighterh up again 
all the reſt that were extinguiſhed. . And this is done by, the 
efthiopians, or the Jacobres, becauſe they alone, as we faid 
before, celebrate 474ſs in the Chappel of the Sepulcher. wa- 
ny Europeans believe this, bur to impoſe upon the Greeks and 
Chaldeans in this matter is a thing impoſſible | 
 Thefirſt day of Eaſter being paſt, they. viſit the Holy Fla. 
ces which are out of Jeruſalem,” as Bethlehem, the River Jor- 
dan, and the reſt of the Holy Places of the Paſſion, which they 
do throughout the whole Week of Eaſter, and after this, eve- 
ry one rerurneth into his own Country.But there are allo ſome

in a great number; they take Beaſts with them, which they 
offer up as a Sacrifice in honour to the Saint, and when they 
have boyled them, eat of themin the Temple,

Hen they are call d upon through exceſſive heat in 
\ \ _ their languiihing ſtomachs, and the thirity Spirirs in 
their Liver, to drink, they repair and refreſh their roo much 
_ exhauſted 4odies by the vercue of cold Meats or Drinks, or a 
{uffection of frigid ,Aliments, - with which the County much 
abounds. And altho' almoſt every day, fix Oxen, and twelve 
thouſand Sheep 'are ſlain, yet they. had rather, for the moſt 
part, feed on Milk, Herbs, and'other things, but on Wedneſ- 
days and Fridays they eat only Fiſh : And this is their manner 
in Eating. 
Their knees being buckled' under them, they fit upon-the 
round abour a Table which is ſpread before them, and if'ar/ 
Fccleſialick be, preſent, taking Bread and breaking it into 
+ pieces with his hands, -for it is unlawful among us to uſe a 
Knife ; after he has given Thanks he diſtributes to every one, 
which being done, they prepare themſelves to ear.

F amongſt our uſual obſervations that be ge. 
nerally fo tree, An Inch of Liberty uſually in- 
creaſes iuto an Ell; The gentle Reader muſt 

accuſe himſelf, if he be accoſted again, before he 
can well be thought to have digeſted thoſe few 
Hiſtorical Viands that have been ſet before him. 


Some uſeful Remarks concerning thoſe ſeveral Re- 
_ * gions tnwhich theſe Jacobites inhabit, are ſuch

Egypt is the moſt North-Eaſt Country in Africa, 
and the moſt contiguous to Aſiz of any of its parts, 
having for its bounds, Eaſt, Weſt, North, and 
South , the Red Sea, the Iſthmus, or Neck of 
Land between that and the Mediterranean , Barca, 
Nubia, and the Midland Oceaz its ſelf, which in- 

F compaſſeth 
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compaſſeth it on the North : Its length and breadth 
are, the firſt about Twenty Leagues, and the laſt, 
according to ſome accounts, not half ſo. much, in- 
habited chiefly, in the Valley on both ſides the 
Aile, which wafhes itthrough the whole length 
the ſpace between the Moyntains and the Red Sea, 
being moltly Deſerz, 'it ſtends divided at this time, 
according to a late account into Twelve Provia- 
ces or Governments to which rhe Port uſually ſends 
a Baſſa to command them ;. upon whom the ſe.. 
veral Governaurs of the ſeveral Sapgracares de- 
pend, who give him yearly, as a Feibute, ſo ma- 
ny Purſes, each containing ſo many Lion-Dollars 
according to worth and goodneſs of their Coun- 
trey ; the conſtant Revenue iſſuing from hence to 
the Grand Signtor, 1s about Eight Millions, agd. 
Ten Thouſand Pounds Sterling by the year ; It's 
chiefeſt Ornament for many years has been Grazd 
Cairo, the Ancient City of Alexanaria , being ' re- 
markable for little elſe at this time but a Moſque 
where St. Mark the Evangeliſt, their firſt Biſhop is.

but not one Motety of it at th:s day, by reafon of 
ws Evil Air, is now inhabied * Roſetto and 
Damiata are the Two remaining Cities of moſt 
Note in Eg yprs, notwithſtanding ſome more are 
of ſome Eſtimation ; as Sajer ſeated on the River 
Nile, faid to be the dwelling place of Joſeph and 
Mary 
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Mary, when they fled with Chrif# from Herod ;

many others here to recite.Lzbya in the next place, 
commonly paſſing. under' the Name of Barca, i 
alſo a Coxrntrey that almoſt alwayes followed the 
ſame fortunes with A:gypr , and is now adjoyning. 
to-it, and as Agypt 1s under the Dominion of the 
Turks, anciently called Libye, from the black 
Cotnple&ion of its Inhabitants , and containing 
principally that part of Barca or Bayrce, which is.
